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Applicant argues that the Arkin reference does not teach or disclose the claime element "wherein the associated site controller controls at 
least one test module interactively with the associated controller in a plug-and-play manner. Applicant futher argues that the Arkin 
reference merely describes the interaction between the test module and the DUT. It is the DUT of Arkin reference that may be removed 
from the test module, which is different from the test module that can be removed from the site controller as disclosed in the present 
application. Examiner agrees with applicant, that the Arkin reference merely describes the interaction between the test module and the 
DUT. However, according to the claim language, the Arkin reference reads upon the claimed invention. The Arkin reference teaches a test 
module which is interactive with the site controller and it is in a plug-and-play manner with the DUT. The passage does not limit the site 
controller used in a plug-and-play manner. 

If applicant would amend the claim so that the site controller itself is used in a plug-and-play manner interactively with the test module; this 
would overcome the prior art of record.
